After Murad leader. like 
T.imerlatie and .Moh.unincd II rj|ildly 
acquired territory. When the latter 
conquered Con.'tanlinople. the whole 
of Kastcrn Kurope fell open to Turk- 
ish Invasion, and the entire Balkan 
Popninsiila wa/i soon added i > ; 
Ottoman Empire. Assaului on ^ I'-nn i 
were made, and a large pan of llun- 
i;ary captured. The Modltej-ranean was 
made largely Turkish by the work of 
the priaie I.^arl>.^rrp^^a, who con-

nouncement made by Mr. Vincent T. 
IJarlow, who \'ill bo Keeper of that 
Library. .Mr. Harlow wne, a ^i.silo^ .U 
McCJlll yesterdiiy, and has a.nUed ilin 
Lll>rary School to aid him in drawing 
up a cotiiplets bibliography of Can- 
ada In order that llio Canadian 'sec- 
tion in tlie Rhodes Library may bo 
filled. 

Tlie building ulilch Is to lirmse the 
Uhodes Library is ready for the 
books,' and the aim of Mr. Harlow is 
to malfo It a ccntro for tho study of 
Imperial history. Every Ihlnj- connect- 
ed with the Empire which is printed 
in Eiiglnnd henceforth is to hàvo a 
'copy .ln''th« new 'library under the 
CopjTlght Act. 

At. 'the present' lime tho Rlibdes Li- 
brary has about 500 volui/ies on Can- 
adii|n history and an appropriation 
of. four thousand dollars is to be 



wh«n the McGill L't^rary School has 
mide its rc'.'oinmeiiJ'it lonf . A similar 
amount will be si>ent on the sections 
dealing wjth the other dominions 
When these plans are well under way 
It Is esueciod that the Trustees will 
have a libr.xry second to none for the 
htudy of the history and modern dev.

History and Development of Proposed Onside Pass Rule 



Fate of Pass Ruling Will Be 

Finally Settled at Meeting of 
; C.R.U. Commission During May 



Rules Com mission Met Here Last Saturday — 
Ruling Drawn Up for Code — All Affili- 
ated Clubs in Canada Circularized — Meet- 
ing Last Week in May — Survey Indicates 
Heavy Majority in Favour — May Open 
New Era in Canadian Rugby. 

During the final week in May, tlie rules commission of the 
Canadian Rugby Union will meet to pass final judgment on the 
proposed onside pass for Canadian rugby football. The culmi- 
nation of years of effort on the part of the vast army of sup- 
porters of the pass, the coming session of the commission should 
prove momentous in the historj- of the Canadian autumn game, 
opening up for the hundreds of teams throughout the Dominion, 
should it pass, a vista, overflowing with new opportunities for 
making the game greater from the viewpoint of both player and 
Bpectator. 

TTite rules commission of the C.R.U. held its second meeting 
©f the year here last Saturday. An onside pass rule was drawn 
^iip as it would be entered into the rule books, should it be adopt- 
ed. The commission then made provision for the circularizing of 
overy affiliated lugby club in Canada, obtaining an opinion 
from these, and acting on the vote at the meeting toward the 
end of May.

An accurate esti- 
mate of the intercollesiate Aeatons 
from 1923 to 1927 shows an average 
i«( l\i touchdowna.^per game, alto- 
rtellier too small-nn avéras* to make 
for thrllll-ng open footliall, 
"The onside pasa, by merely creatine 
a throat several yards behind the line 
of flcrlmmage, will draw two men 
from defensive positions on the line, 
back to Intercept the threatened pass. 
Thus, althourli the paia ntay be used 
only on few oecasiona during a tame, 
the threat of Us employment will tend 
to weaken the defence and give more 
opportunity for end runs to .luccced to 
somo pxient. onhincing iho game 
from tho spw-lntora as well as the 
player's jm[nt of view. 

A study of the application of tho 
pass shows that It will help rptaiti 
tlio best fpaturcs of tho i"anadlnn 
F.Tuic, whilp lonilinc to ollminatc the 
ncak points. On paper, the rule looks 
to bo the> host piece of football legis- 
lation ever brouRlit into the Canadian 
painc Tlicorptlcally the pass brings 
with it II liDsl of advantascfl that sug- 
gcsl thrmselvo* only after tlio play is 
consUleroil for some lime. It remains 
therefore to be seen, whether or not 
(he piny will work out as planned. 
Pcver.il rxliihillon Rames have been 
plnycil by Mctlill and Balmy Beach 
diirlns the past tlirc« years, and dci- 
plto the lack of adcnuato practice In 
the matter of passes, there was defi- 
nite evidence that tho adoption of Ihe 
forward pass would In a few years 
alter the Canadian same not radically, 
but enough to éliminât* those few Im- 
perfections that stand to prevent 
making the C.n.U. code the finest 
any biill-carrylns game can boast of, 
Not only will a thrilling play be ad- 
ded to tho Baino, but it will tend lo 
<oster ll.çht, fleet, lateral pass pdays 
ihni havo been the redeeming feature 
of Canadian rugby footbaU.

FaU Of 1923 

The more recent history of the pro- 
l>o>«d onside pass starts in the fall of 
when an effort waa made to In- 
troduce unlimited Interference with 
the object In view of balancini; the 
offence and defence. A commute* was 
formed by the Intercollegiate rules 
oommlaslon to draw up a play re- 
sembling the onside kick. 

This committee met and formulat- 
ed the firat forward pa«s, but tho 
ruling did not favour In the eyes of 
the rules commission. 

In the fall of int. the play was 
tried out In a McGIIl-Old Boys Ex- 
hibition. As a result of this first r\. 
htbttlon of the ruling, a luiinbor of 
modifications •were made to the mea- 
sure, amonç them being to limit tho 
area, In whl:h the pass could lie 
thrown and to lonvo tlie hull in play 
If the pass were not l oinpletcd. Uoth 
these aspects arc essential In tho pre- 
sent proposed rule. That year, th* 
play was again brought up before tht* 
intercollegiate rules conniil.«alon. !)it 
that body decided to view a few cï- 
hlbltlons before ruling on the pass. 

The fall of 1925 saw two Imporiaui 
measures pasra tha Inlercollegiato 
body. Oi;o was that the rules as they 
stood without the pass should stan:l 
for threa years. Secondly and more 
Important woa tlie drawin;,' up of one 
code of rulea for both C.R.U. and 
Intercollegiate clubs. This ruling 
stands out and may effect the situa- 
tion next fall. If the C.n.U. com- 
mission meeting in May adopts the 
rule, the IntercolleRlate body will be 
forced to piny it or c\se drop out -f 
the Canadian body, a most unllkc!.\' 
move. ' 

In the faU of 1926 the first ex- 
hibition game using the unsidc pass 
was ployed between .McGIII and 
Dalmy Ccftcli. The reception of tlv.- 
pass was gratify'ni; and it led lo llic 
arr.angins of a lionic and home terira 
in tho fall of 1927. That year again, 
the exhibition drew rounds of cn- 
dor.soment from all who saw tho play 
and Its effect. 

The events of the past season arc 
well known. Xo exhibition was play- 
ed due to tho heavy schedule. The 
first meeting in I'obruary ifl-fl ic- 
cidcd to postpone action until a 
meeting In Montreal on March 16. 
The case now stands before a Jury of 
every rugrby club In Canada.

Text Of Proposed 

Onride Pats Rule 



The following is tha text of the 
rule which wi|l govern tha on- 
aida or modified forward pass if 
it finds approvaKand la adopt- 
ed: 

"Definition: A complete on- 
side or modified forward pass is 
ons that la cleanly caught by 
one of tha eligible men of the 
offensive aide, the ball having 
croiiad the |in« of icrimmafle 
without having touched the 
ground of any Ineligible man. 

"2. The nasa must be thrown 
from a point at least five yards 
behind the line of acrimmage, 
Penalty— rescrimmage with loss 
of ons down. 

"3. Tht pass may be thrown 
by anyone on tha offensive aide, 
and may be received by anyone 
of six players who shall be dei. 
ignated. Penalty: If caught by 
an intligibia man, rt-scrimmage 
with lois of one down and ten 
yards from where pass was in- 
augurated. 

"4. Tha pass must not be 
thrown on third down. Penalty 
—Less of ball at point where 
ball was thrown. ' 

"6. The pass must be com- 
pleted before paaaing oppenenta 
25 yard line. Penalty— If paaa ia 
complettd within the banned 
area by attacking aide, the past 
ahall be daclartd illegal and tha 
ball brought to point where last 
tcrimmagad and rescrimmaged 
with loaa of ons down. If tha 
paaa ia recovered by tha defend- 
ing team, the ball may be ad- 
vanced aa far aa possible with 
option of a acrimmage on 25- 
yard line. 

"6. If the pass is incompleted 
playcra of the throwar'a aide be. 
coma ineligible and the ball will 
be treated in all respects at if 
it had been kicked instaad of 
thrown and rultt aa to "yardt'' 
mutt be followed. 

"7. A pats thrown into touch 
without having touched any 
player is brought back and re- 
•crlmmaged with lets of one 
down. It it touches a player be- 
fore going into touch the gen- 
eral touch-line rule shall ap- 
ply."
